In a move to protect the M ill 
V alley School D istrict frorh low­ 
ered state equalization aid should 
the county’s assessed valuation be 
raised, trustees last night added 
$40,000 to the 1955-5r^chool bud­ 
get and passed it to the tune of 
$881,425.

could legally add to the budget a

Connell reported that because of 
the fact he had used estimated 
1955-56 Average D aily Attendance 
figures rather than actual 1954-55 
AD A, “ we w ill receive $44,500 less 
than anticipated in this category 
(state equalization aid ).” 
W h ile deeply regretting the er­ 
ror, trustees pointed out that the 
budget was drawn up during a 
period 
of great stress. 
Board 
Chairm an M rs. D aniel T. Deedy 
praised the 1955-56 budget as more 
intelligent than in years past. B y 
m anipulation of budget categories 
the error m ay be absorbed w ith­ 
out serious damage. 
The m anipulation, suggested by 
M cConnell and accepted by trus­ 
tees, was to leave the official bud­ 
get unchanged but use a working 
budget which makes allowance for 
the error. 


The “ time of great stress” under 
which the budget was constructed 
involved the change In the top 
adm inistrative positions. This was 
occasioned by the resignation of 
Dr. Roy M . Laugesen, new assist­ 
ant Supt. of the Tam alpais Union 
High School D istrict.

Ranchers On

Killer Dogs 


Novato sheep and turkey ranch­ 
ers, armed w ith shotguns and r i­ 
fles, w ill be on watch again to­ 
night for a pack of dogs that 
have chewed and killed at least 60 
turkeys and several sheep during 
the past week. 


Harold T. Tracey of 462 Olive 
avenue, who has about 7,000 tu r­ 
keys on his Novato Turkey Farm , 
has been the heaviest loser so far. 
M onday night dogs crawled under 
the farm fence chewed 36 turkeys 
and killed four of his sheep. Last 
week, 23 turkeys were killed. T ra ­ 
cey valued his loss at between 
$250 and $300 for the turkeys and 
more than $100 for the sheep. 


* W e’ve been armed like a posse 
every night, but no dogs have ap­ 
peared since M onday,“ Tracey de­ 
clared. “ If we catch them on our 
properties, we’ll 
get them. The 
rancher said he now has two men 
sleeping out on the h ills w ith the 
sheep and turkeys, ready to shoot 
any m arauders. 


During last week’s raid by about 
five dogs, a rancher shot a brown 
terrier w ith a .22 caliber rifle, but 
the anim al carried no identifica­ 
tion. Tracey said he is alm ost cer­ 
tain the dogs are from the neigh­ 
borhood. 


Sheep owned by other ranchers 
on O live avenue have also been 
crippled or killed.

Estim ates by the architectural 
firm of Jo h n Lyon Reid and part 
ners had placed the cost of the 
Straw berry project at $84,500. A r­ 
chitect Burton Rockw ell and struc­ 
tural engineer Alexander Tarics 
of the firm recommended accept­ 
ance of the Bayview bid. H igh bid 
for the project was $97,170, which 
includes the estim ate for Terrazzo 
Trustees also agreed to purchase 
a new school bus from G illig broth­ 
ers of Oakland at a cost of $14,561, 
which includes a $600 trade-in on 
an old bus. The bus w ill be paid 
for on a rental-lease basis over a 
period estim ated at from three 
to five years. 
Seaside O il Co. was awarded a 
contract to supply gas and oil 
for school vehicles. Their low bid 
was 20.7 cents per gallon for reg­ 
ular gasoline and 23.04 cents for 
ethyl.

would not testify at the current 
adm inistrative board hearing, was 
offset

m ate who appeared on the witness 
stand. 
Airm an 2/C Donna Jean H atch ­ 
er, when asked if she were afraid 
of Airm an Thompson told the five- 
off iter board: “ No sir, I ’m not.” 
B y contrast, M aj. Thomas E. 
Larsen, commander of the 43rd 
Com munications Squadron, W ed­ 
nesday said that Airm an Thom p­ 
son “ created an aura of fear and 
anxiety among her fellow airm en.” 
He had been told that they did 
not w ant to speak for or against 
her at this hearing, which could 
result in the young woman’s dis­ 
charge. 


B A R R A C K S IN JU R Y 
M ajor Larsen had added that 
W A Fs were afraid to make state­ 
ments regarding the A pril 16 in ci­ 
dent when a barracks mate of A ir­ 
m an Thompson's, Genevieve Howe, 
suffered a broken jaw , an arm 
broken in eight places and in ter­ 
nal injuries. 


Nevertheless, 
Airm an 
H atcher 
and other W A Fs including Airm an 
3/C Arlene Jo an Lewis testified 
yesterday as to the events of that 
date. 


Airm an Lewis, describing what 
took place after Airm an Howe’s 
body, discovered lying crumpled 
outside the barracks building, had 
been cah-ied upstairs, said that 
Airm an 
Thompson 
slapped 
the 
hysterical girl twice across the face 
w ith her open hand. A t the time, 
Airm an Howe's nose, mouth and 
ears were bleeding, she said, but 
couldn’t remember if someone had 
urged the girl be slapped. 
A t one point in yesterday’s testi­ 
mony, Airm an Thompson was cate­ 


gorized as a member of “ the wrong 
crowd.” Preceding this, the board 
had heard several references to a 
group known as the “ W .C .” 
The “ W .C .” , Airm an Lewis testi­ 
fied, refers to girls on base athletio 
teams. She and Airm an Thompson 
are both members of the women’* 
softball team (M iss Thompson at 
one tim e m aintained a 
batting 
average of .700, it was learned) 
and are sometimes excused from 
duty to engage in athletic com­ 
petition. 
These occasional excuses from 
duty, members of the fact-finding 
board have suggested, m ay have 
aroused ill w ill in other personnel. 


H A R D W O R K 
M /Sgt. Helen A. OwensKa h u sk y­ 
voiced food service supervisor, tes­ 
tified 
that 
Airm an 
Thompson, 
since the A p ril 16 incident, ha* 
been working around one of the 
mess halls. The girl was switched 
from her usual work in communi­ 
cations 
(variously a switchboard 
operator 
and 
teletype operator) 
after the barracks injury. (A n as­ 
sault charge was brought against 
Airm an Thompson at the tim e, 
later dropped for lack of sufficient 
evidence.) 
During the time Airm an Thom p­ 
son was engaged in gardening work 
outside the mess hall, she was 
perform ing 
“ heavy 
work,” 
Sgt. 
Owens said It was work like haul­ 
ing d irt in wheelbarrows. 
During the period she was doing 
this heavy work she was described 
by M ajor Larsen as having a “ hos­ 
tile” 
attitude. 
“ Sm all 
wonder,” 
commented her attorney, T erry A. 
Francois, afterward. 
Charges that Airm an Thompson 
is guilty of repeated misconduct, 
requiring the A ir Force to spend 
an abnorm al am ount of tim e in 
efforts to rehabilitate her, have 
been brought by M ajor Larsen, 
who has recommended she be dis­ 
charged.

PRIZE ADDITIONS 
Prize additions to his collection 
from the trip are a 5-foot Central 
American Boa, a Western Coach- 
whip snake, and three brightly- 
colored snakes which are of dif­ 


ferent species but have the com­ 
mon characteristic of being “rear- 
fang” snakes. The latter three 
have fangs located a t the back of 
the mouth. The fangs are not hol­ 
low, but have a groove down the 
back down which the venom runs. 
This type of snake, Jerry explains, 
must get a very firm, full bite of 
its prey in order to get the fang 
and its venom into the animal. 
The vbnom is mildly poisonous,

While deeply regretting the er­ 
ror, trustees pointed out th at the 
budget was drawn up during a 
period of great stress. 
Board 
Chairm an Mrs. Daniel T. Deedy 
praised the 1955-56 budget as more 
intelligent than in years past. By 
manipulation of budget categories 
the error may be absorbed with­ 
out serious damage. 
The manipulation, suggested by 
McConnell and accepted by trus­ 
tees, was to leave the official bud­ 
get unchanged but use a working 
budget which makes allowance for 
the error. 
The “time of great stress” under 
which the budget was constructed 
involved the change in the top 
ad.ministrat.lve positions. This, was 
occasioned by the resignation of 
Dr. Roy M. Laugesen, new assist­ 
ant Supt. of the Tamalpais Union 
High School District.

Harold T. Tracey of 462 Olive 
avenue, who has about 7,M0 tu r­ 
keys on his Novato Turkey Farm, 
has been the heaviest loser so far. 
Monday night dogs crawled under 
the farm fence chewed 36 turkeys 
and killed four of his sheep. Last 
week, 23 turkeys were killed. T ra­ 
cey valued his loss at between 
$250 and $300 for the turkeys and 
more than $100 for the sheep. 
“We’ve 'been armed like a posse 
every night, but no dogs have ap­ 
peared since M onday/4 Tracey de­ 
clared.

Belies Charge Of Fear 


A commanding officer’s testi­ 
mony th at Hamilton Air Force 
Base WAF Nancy Lou Thompson, 
23, of Petaluma, had her barracks 
mates so- frightened th at they 
would not testify a t the current 
administrative board hearing, was 
offset yesterday by a barracks 
mate who appeared on the witness 
stand. 
Airman 2/0 Donna Jean H atch­ 
er, when asked If she were afraid 
of Airman Thompson told the five- 
offiCer board: “No sir, I’m not.” 
By contrast, Maj. Thomas E. 
Larsen, commander of the 43rd 
Communications Squadron. Wed­ 
nesday said th at Airman Thomp­ 
son “created an aura of fear and 
anxiety among her fellow airmen.” 
He had been told th at they did 
not want to speak for or against 
her at this hearing, which could 
result in the young woman’s dis­ 
charge. 
BARRACKS INJURY 
Major Larsen had added that 
WAFs were afraid to make state­ 
ments regarding the April 16 inci­ 
dent when a barracks, mate of Air­ 
man Thompson’s, Genevieve Howe, 
suffered a broken jaw, an arm 
broken in eight places and inter­ 
nal. injuries. 
Nevertheless, 
Airman 
Hatcher 
and other WAFs including Airman 
3/C Arlene Joan Lewis testified 
yesterday as to the events of that 
date. 
Airman Lewis, describing what 
took place after Airman Howe’s 
body, discovered lying crumpled 
outside the barracks building, had 
been cahied upstairs, said that 
Airman 
Thompson 
slapped 
the 
hysterical girl twice across the face 
with her open hand. At the time, 
Airman Howe’s nose, mouth and 
ears were bleeding, she said, but 
couldn’t remember if someone had 
urged the girl be slapped. 
At one point in yesterday's testi­ 
mony, Airman Thompson, was cate­ 


gorized as a member of “the wrong 
crowd.” Preceding this, the board, 
had heard several references to a 
group known as the "W.C.” 
The "W.C.”, Airman Lewis testi­ 
fied, refers to girls on base athletic 
teams. She and Airman Thompson 
are both members of the women’s 
softball team (Miss Thompson a t 
one time maintained a batting 
average of ,7M, it was learned) 
and are .sometimes excused from 
duty to engage in athletic com­ 
petition. 
These occasional excuses from 
duty, members of the fact-finding 
board have suggested, may have 
aroused ill will in other personnel. 
HARD WORK 
M/Sgt. Helen A. Owens, a husky- 
voiced food service supervisor, tes­ 
tified 
th at 
Airman 
Thompson, 
since the April 16 incident, has 
been working around one of the 
mess, halls. The girl was switched 
from her usual work In communi­ 
cations (variously a switchboard 
operator and teletype operator) 
after the barracks injury. (An as­ 
sault charge was brought against 
Airman Thompson a t the time, 
later dropped for lack of sufficient 
evidence.) 
During the time Airman Thomp­

Owens said It was work like haul­ 
ing dirt in wheelbarrows. 
During the period she was doing 
this heavy work she was described

State Would Make Marin's 
Assessments More Unequal 


There is no doubt but that the State Board 
of Equalization gave Marin county a fair 
and considerate hearing at Sacramento this 
week. Although the hearing was conducted 
as a court might be, the board went out of 
its way to hear everything that our county 
wished to present in its behalf, whether it be 
evidence, opinion or recollection. 


Of course the real test of the success of 
Marin’s appeal for delay of the ordered 35 
per cent increase in assessed values, must 
await the board’s decision, due by August 15. 


In a way, it was a peculiar hearing. Marin 
was saying in effect, “ Yes, we know our 
assessments are not equalized either in rela­ 
tion to each other or in relation to other 
counties. But we are trying to do something 
about it. We ar spending between $800,000 
and a million dollars to equalize our own 
properties. You have the assurance of our 
assessor that his assessments will be up to 
state standards when the reappraisal figures 
are ready for use. All of this we are doing 
under the recommendations and supervision 
of your own staff. Therefore, we believe we 
should be given credit for putting our own 
house in order and not be forced to make 
a drastic and expensive alteration in our 
current tax rolls.” 


T o this the staff of the state board an­ 
swered, “ Maybe you are paying a huge sum 
for a reappraisal program. But that has 
nothing to do with equalization between 
counties. T h at will equalize your own p ro p 
erties with each other, not with the state. 
What we want is to make them equal county 
by county—and we want to do it now'.” 


One factor failed to emerge in true per­ 
spective at the hearing. The state asked 
Marin Assessor George Hall, in effect, “ If

inequities existing in your county.”

The imaginative example used by the 
state coilnsel was of two identical pieces of 
property of identical value. Through present 
inequities, one is being assessed for $1,000, 
the other for $2,000.

BUI Would Require Federal Government 
To Pay Cities, Counties Property Tax 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — One 
of the many headaches exper­ 
ienced by city and county gov­ 
ernments in California is the 
large amount of land and prop­ 
erty which is off the tax rolls, 
and is owned and operated by 
the federal government. 
For many years now. U.S. Sen. 
Thomas H. 
Kuchel 
has 
been 
working 
on 
this' problem. 
It 
started when the senator was 
California’s state controller, at 
which time he made representa­ 
tions to the federal government 
on the subject. 


NOW THAT KUCHEL is in 
the U.S. Senate, he is able to go 
further with the problem. He 
has done so through introduc­ 
tion of a bill which would in ef­ 
fect, require the federal govern­ 
ment to 
reimburse 
cities 
and 
counties for the use of lands and 
properties in the counties ex­ 
clusive of the national forests, 
the post-office 
sites, 
national 
parks, custom ’ houses, weather 
stations and airfields. 
While this doesn’t leave too 
much to be taxed, at least it 
would be a start if the Congress 
ever decided to pass the bill. The 
odds are, of 
course, 
that 
the 
Congress won’t take action, as 
the federal government has no 
desire to go into reimbursing all 
cities and counties in the nation 
where certain federal operations 
are located. 


IT DOES APPEAR that the

idea is a good one. Officials of 
many 
communities 
throughout 
the nation are wondering if huge 
federal installations are a bene­ 
fit or a curse to the community. 
Certainly, such installations are 
conducive to higher taxes, for 
the ordinary expanses of govern­ 
ment must be paid, not only for 
residents themselves, but also for 
services to the federal employees 
living in the area, such as streets, 
sewers, lighting and all of the 
other things a community pro­ 
vides. 
On the other hand, there may 
be some instances in which cer­ 
tain taxpayers benefit from pay­ 
ing additional taxes to service 
the federal government through 
additional business. But not alL 
so benefit, and thus an unequal 
situation results. 


KUCHEL POINTS out that in 
California, 14 counties are more 
than half owned by the United 
States government, which is the 
biggest land-owner on the North 
American continent. 
Many instances

are pointed out by the senator. 
He says that one of the coun­ 
ties is San Diego, which has been 
most painfully injured by the 
immunity of the federal govern­ 
ment to local assessment. In that 
county, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force installations are listed as 
having an assessed valuation of 
nearly $100,000,000. 
Other counties with high valu­ 
ation include Los Angeles, $94 
million: San Francisco, $68 mil­ 
lion; Solano, 
$51 
million 
and 
Contra Costa, $28 million. 


THREE MAJOR CALIFORNIA 
counties are more than half- 
owned by the government. These 
are San Bemadino, where the 
holdings comprise 73.34 per cent 
of the area; Imperial, 63.20 per 
cent and Riverside 51.87 per cent. 
Tulare County is just on the 50 
per cent mark. 
“The time long ago,” Kuchel 
said, “arrived when the federal 
government must make real and 
specific contributions 
to 
local 
government. Until this, or some 
other legislation is enacted, the 
federal government is undermin­ 
ing the financial foundations of 
states,

Then, if the assessor has not made good 
on his promise to meet state standards, we 
will back the board in an assessment in­ 
crease, because then it will apply equally 
and fairly to all.

“The trend in America today 
ia toward a light-bodied blend 
that still, retains character,” said 
Seid dryly, standing in the mid­ 
dle of a small laboratory crowd­ 
ed with 700 bottles of imprisoned 
spirits. 


“A BLEND MAY HAVE from 
20 to 30 different whiskies in it, 
and as the product of each dis­ 
tillery may vary 'with. each, new 
batch, each must be checked. 
'The flavor of whisky from the 
same still will vary depending 
on whether the barrel has been 
stored on an. upper or lower 
floor of a warehouse! 
About testing whiskies: 
“The real old-timers in Ken­ 
tucky were satisfied with putting 
a few drops, in the palms of their 
hands, rubbing them together 
and sniffing' deeply. 'The nose 
can detect more variety than the 
sense of taste. 


“BUT I THINK flavor is im­ 
portant, too. I like to test it both 
ways.**

of whisky in his mouth, swishes 
it around, then spits it out—and 
tastes the remnant as it evapo­ 
rates. 
Fortunately, Seid has to put 
his taste buds to commercial use 
only a couple of times a week.

An ordinance fixing the amount 
of revenue to' be received from 
property taxes in 1955-56 was given 
its first reading before the Ml.il 
Valley City Council Wednesday 
night.

HENRY MacARTHUR 
Bill Would Require Federal Government 
To Pay Cities, Counties Property Tax 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — One 
of the many headaches exper­ 
ienced by city and, county gov­ 
ernments in California is the 
large amount of land. and. prop­ 
erty which is off the tax rolls, 
and is owned and operated by 
the federal government. 
For many years now, U S. Sen. 
'Thomas H'. Kuehel has been 
working on this* problem. It 
started when the senator was 
California’s state controller, at 
which time he made representa­ 
tions to the federal government 
on the subject. 


NOW THAT KUCHEL is in 
the U.S. 'Senate, he is able to go 
further with the problem. He 
has done so through introduc­ 
tion of a bill which would in ef­ 
fect, require the federal govern­ 
ment to reimburse cities and 
counties for the use of lands and 
properties in. the counties ex­ 
clusive of the national forests, 
the post-office 
sites, 
national 
parks, custom houses, weather 
stations and airfields. 
While this doesn’t leave too 
much to be taxed, at least it 
would be a start If the Congress 
ever decided to pass the bill. The 
odds are, of course, that the 
Congress, won't take action, as 
the federal government has no 
desire to' go into reimbursing all 
cities ar.1 counties in the nation 
where certain federal operations 
•re located,. 


IT DOES APPEAR that the

idea is a good one. Officials of 
many communities throughout 
the nation are wondering if huge 
federal Installations are a bene­ 
fit or a curse to the community. 
Certainly, such installations are 
conducive to higher taxes, for 
the ordinary expanses of govern­ 
ment must be paid, not only for 
residents themselves, but also for 
services to the federal employees 
living in the .area, such as streets, 
sewers, lighting and all of the 
other things a community pro­ 
vides. 
On the other hand, there may 
be some instances in which cer­ 
tain taxpayers benefit from pay­ 
ing additional taxes to service 
the federal government through 
additional business. But not all 
so benefit, and thus, an unequal, 
situation results. 


KUCHEL POINTS out that in 
California, .14 counties are more 
than half owned by the United 
States government, which is the 
biggest land-owner on the North 
American continent. 
Many instances of hardship 
are pointed out by the senator. 
He says that one of the coun­ 
ties is San Diego, which has been 
most painfully Injured by the 
Immunity' of the federal govern­ 
ment to local assessment. In that 
county, the Army, Maty and Air 
Force installations are listed as 
having an assessed valuation of 
nearly $100,000,000. 
Other counties with high valu­ 
ation include Los Angeles, $94 
million; San Francisco, $88 mil­ 
lion; Solano, $51 million and 
Contra Costa, $28 million. 


THREE MAJOR CALIFORNIA 
counties are more than half- 
owned by the government,. These 
are San Bemadino, where the 
holdings comprise 73.34 per cent 
of the area; Imperial, 83M per 
cent and Riverside 51.87 per cent. 
M a n County is just on the 50 
per cent mark. 
“The time long ago,” Kuehel 
said, ‘'arrived when the federal 
government must make real and 
specific contributions 
to 
local 
government. Until this, or some 
other legislation is enacted,, the 
federal government is undermin­ 
ing the financia! foundations of 
states, counties, cities, school 
districts, snd other bodies de­ 
pendent on tax revenue,”

Germany began to re-arm un­ 
der Hitler despite the resistance 
of the Western allies. 
Germany is beginning to re­ 
arm under Adenauer because of 
the insistence of the Western 
allies. 
Most Russians are afraid 'that 
Germany will become too strong 
because the Kremlin wants a 
weak, and pliant Western Europe. 
Most Americans are afraid that 
Germany will not become strong 
enough because we want a strong 
and united Western Europe. 


WHETHER WE SEE the new 
small German, volunteer army, 
which is about to be recruited, 
as a present friend or potential 
foe, none who recall the origin 
of this oentury’s two world wars 
can fail to feel some twinge of 
apprehension, some questioning 
anxiety lest something go wrong 
again. 
Fortunately — and this one 
thing most im.pre.sses a visiting 
American correspondent — most 
Germans have this same twinge 
of apprehension, this same ques­ 
tioning anxiety — and are act­ 
ing to do their best to make sure 
that nothing does go wrong this 
time. 


THERE IS NO better place to 
see how the best oT Germany’s 
past and the best of its present 
is expressing itself in action on 
the central issue on which Ger­ 
man democracy 
has 
in 
part 
foundered before than here in 
this quiet, 
relaxed 
university 
town of Bonn, the superficially 
drowsy capital of the West Ger­ 
man Republic. 
The outlook is encouraging. 
The fibre of a sturdy alert, 
poised 
German democracy is 
visible in ways which, would do 
credit to the House of Commons 
or the United States Congress. 
Symbolically, and there isn’t a 
Prussian monocle in the entirety 
of the new 'German Ministry of 
Defense. Even a foreign corre­ 
spondent like myself needs no 
credentials, not even a card of 
identification to visit the chief 
of staff of the new German high 
command or to roam the corri­ 
dors of Bonn’s unprepossessing, 
austere little “Pentagon.” 


THE NEW GERMAN military 
leaders who Chancellor Aden­ 
auer has placed in charge of 
shaping th e NATO-controlled 
German divisions, remind one 
more of the informal, home-spun 
General Bradley than of 'the old- 
line Prussian brass. 
Is this just a well-intentioned 
prelude to the re-birth of an­ 
other powerful, dominating Ger­ 
man officers-caste, a facade be­ 
hind which a war-minded Prus­ 
sian militarism is being nurtured 
despite the many Germans who 
do not want it? 


TO FIND PART of the answer, 
I talked at length with Eric Ol- 
lenhauer, a member of the Bun­ 
destag and chairman of Ger­ 
many’s working class party—the 
Christian Democratic and Aden­ 
auer’s principal political opposi­ 
tion. 
In manner, in .Us views, in his 
position in the German labor 


movement he reminds one of 
President George Meaney of th» 
American Federation of Labor. 
He does not minimize the poten­ 
tial danger.. When the temporary 
military legislation was before 
the Bonn Parliament last month* 
he put it frankly: 
“Everybody in the Bundestag 
is, we hope, clear' about the full 
bearing of the decision on de­ 
fense legislation. It .is a question 
of the destiny and the future of 
German democracy. The German 
people is burdened with an un­ 
happy heritage in this field. It 
did not in. the past succeed in 
keeping the military within th* 
bounds where 'they belong in a 
democratic structure. Again and 
again they established themselves 
as a power alongside the gov­ 
ernment, a state within th« 
state, with dire consequences for 
democracy and for the fate of 
our nation,.”' 


THIS WARNING came at th» 
time when Chancellor Adenauer 
who in many ways is the sturdi­ 
est embodiment of Germany’s to­ 
tally 
democratic, 
totaly pro- 
Western ideals, was. in impru­ 
dent 
haste 
seeking 
to 
push 
through a volunteers’ bill which, 
though temporary, had no ade­ 
quate safeguards. 
Adenauer’s own party revolted,. 
All the others joined in. The 
Bundestag 
vigorously 
asserted 
its independence little short of 
the U.S. Senate's violent rejec­ 
tion of 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
court-packing bill. The Bunde­ 
stag sent its. own parliamentary 
committee to 
Washington 
to 
study the methods and laws by 
which America keeps its mili­ 
tary subordinate. An ex-German 
admiral and an ex-Germen gen­ 
eral who earnestly did not want 
to repeat 'the past, were partici­ 
pants in this mission. 


IN CONSEQUENCE the tem­ 
porary military bill, which is. due 
to be tightened more later, puts 
layer upon layer of civilian con­ 
trol over the military. 
It gives the German Parlia­ 
ment continuous supervision over 
the Ministry of Defense. 
It creates a Bundestag security 
committee comparable to' the 
House and* Senate Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee. 
It places a civilian, at toe head, 
of the Ministry of Defense. 
It guarantees civilian control 
of the military budget. 
It makes it impossible for to» 
Chancellor to make military pro­ 
motions over the rank of colonel 
without approval of the Bunde­ 
stag Committee. 


OLLENHAUER, who opposed 
toe Paris pacts, told me he was 
convinced that civilian control 
of the German army was se­ 
curely established and. ha was 
confident that new military lead­ 
ers were faithfully Intent upon 
seeing that toe new German 
army was an ally, not an enemy, 
of the German worker.and of 
the democratic process. 
America 
has learned 
som» 
hard lessons from reluctant par­ 
ticipation in two world 
wars. 
There is evidence that Germany 
had learned some hard lessons 
from reluctant defeats, in th» 
same two world wars.

NEW YORK m — Rising 
prices of industrial materials are 
creeping in today to threaten the 
buyer’s paradise that consumers 
have been enjoying.

But now tires are go­ 
ing up 60 to 70 cents at toe re­ 
tail level. 
Food prices mostly have been 
steady to lower. As a whole they 
will probably stay that way. 
But from Brazil comes a re­ 
port of a freeze and unprecedent­ 
ed snow. Just two years ago a 
similar report set off the big in­ 
flation in green coffee prices 
that brought roasted coffee to 
$1 25 a pound retail. Already cof-

Copper prices at the .refinery 
hold at 36 cents a pound, but so 
scarce is the metal that som» 
eager consumers are paying pre­ 
miums up to 15 cents a 'pound 
for any they can find. A copper 
strike last summer started th» 
scarcity, and another' tote sum­ 
mer is making it acute. 
Aluminum, this week Is ad­ 
vancing one cent a pound. Talk 
of lead and zinc prices going up 
again is being revived. 
As metal prices go up to» 
makers of countless consumer 
items weigh their chances of 
passing the costs along to th» 
ultimate buyer of manufactured 
products. 
Some building materials have 
inched higher this year, helped 
along'by higher wage rates and 
by shortages brought on by to» 
building boom on which govern­ 
ment officials are now laying a 
mild curb. 
* Fall lines of furniture tend to 
carry higher price tafia.

hikes 
has 
brought the government's index 
of wholesale nonfarm commodi­ 
ties almost to the high level set 
in March. 1951 at the peak of the 
Korean War inflation.

Steinbeck Novel Makes 


¿uperb Motion Picture

W aterfront'* placed him high in 
the ranks of directors who know 
w hat they w ant and how to get it, 
has come up with another piece of 
brilliant picture-m aking in “East 
of Eden,” opening Sunday a t the 
R afael Theater. 
Adapted from the final third of 
of John Steinbeck’s involved, too 
long and sometimes turgid best­ 
seller of the same title, it is not 
a pretty film. R ather it is an adult, 
penetrating and arresting psycho­ 
logical study with a them e as old 
as th e Bible. B ut “East of Eden” 
has som ething else to offer—it is 
fine, absorbing m .tertainm ent of 
genuine cinem atic and dram atic 
value. 
The story, set in the Salinas Val­ 
ley during the days of W orld W ar 
I, retells the Cain and Abel legend 
w ith all the somebr overtones of 
a father fixation. 
The farm er father, Adam Trask 
(Raym ond Massey), has twin sons. 
One, Caleb (Jam es D ean), is a 
neurotic who feels rejected. The 
other, Aron (R ichard Davalos), is 
“good” and his fath er’s favorite. 
Adam has told the siblings th a t 
their m other (Jo van Fleet) is 
dead, 
but 
Caleb, 
curious 
and 
strangely m otivated, finds her very 
much alive and running a bagnio. 
W hen Adam goes broke trying to 
ship iced vegetables East. Caleb 
borrows 
from 
his 
newly-found 
m other, turns a war boom profit. 
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and offers his fath er th e money 
to replace his losses. The sternly 
bigoted patriarch rejects Caleb’s 
help and then the “bad” son is 
w arned by his brother, Aron, to 
keep his hands off Abra (Julie 
H arris), the girl both boys love. 
Caleb, furious and vengeful, tells 
his brother th a t their m other is 
the m istress of a bawdy house. 
The shocking tru th is too m uch for 
Aron to endure and he virtually 
loses his m ind. The father learns 
w hat has happened and suffers a 
stroke. So Caleb, sorrowful, con­ 
science-stricken, prepares to quit 
his family even as Cain went to 
dwell “in the land of Nod, on the 
east of Eden.” It is at this point 
in the tragic fam ily saga th a t Abra 
intervenes 
and 
brings 
about 
a 
reconciliation 
between 
the 
self- 
righteous father and the bitter 
son. 
All of this could have added up 
to hokum. T h at it did not is wholly 
due to K azan’s tasteful, alm ost in­ 
spired direction and Paul O sborn’s 
intelligent, 
understanding 
script. 
The net result is a picture of a 
quality Hollywood all too seldom 
turns out. 
Messrs. K azan and Osborne were 
not alone in producing this tour de 
¡force—they had the help of an 
able, 
if com paratively unknown 
cast. F irst m ust come young Mr. 
D ean who, though he has looked 
too long a t M arlon Brando, gives a 
superlative 
perform ance. 
T h e n 
there is Julie H arris, subtly com­ 
m anding in her difficult role, and 
Raym ond Massey who turns in a 
beautiful perform ance. Of the fea­ 
tured players there rem ain Jo Van 
Fleet and Davalos, both of whom 
turn in stunning portrayals. 
SUMMARY: 
Better, by far, 
than the book; fine direction, 
acting and script.

The turbulent, bittersw eet story

R uth Etting, you may recall, was

her first big city job in a joint 
where every guy m ade a pass, 
j Snyder, whose only claim *to a m ili­ 
tary title was the Chicago gang 
wars, found her and pushed her to 
success, and finally m arried her. 
But after 17 years of The Gimp, 
R uth sought a divorce and their 
battle wound up in the tabloid 
headlines when he shot her friend 
and accom panist, Merl A lderm an 
(called Johnny Alderson in the 
film and portrayed by Cameron 
M itchell), whom she later m arried. 
Now this is hardly & form ula for 
a p at m usical biography, where the 
heroine, arm in arm with her lover, 
m arches off into the sunset* sing­ 
ing a duet. G etting down to cases, 
Miss E tting was an over-am bitious 
babe w ith a sensuous, smoky de­ 
livery 
who 
allowed 
a 
Chicago 
racketeer to connive h er into the 
big tim e and then m arried him out 
of gratitude, If th at, and not love. 
Fortunately, 
J immy 
C a g n e y 
turns in a superb perform ance. 
He’s rough and he’s tough and 
somehow childishly pathetic as a 
guy who blusters his way up and 
hasn’t ehough sense to realize th a t 
his m ethods are outmoded for both 
his wife’s career and his own idea 
of 
success. 
And 
when 
Cagney 
finally takes a sock a t Doris Day, 
it’s as real as when the old “public 
enem y” sm ashed a grapefruit in 
Mae C larke’s face (or does your 
m emory go back th a t far?) 
Ruthless in his determ ination, 
ridiculous in his gaucheries, Cag­ 
ney m akes his role a vivid study of 
a sm all-souled m an in the throes 
of an overwhelming infatuation. 
Doris Day is happily cast, and 
imbues the hits of yesterday with 


a new significance for the 1955 
audience. Outside of the wallop she 
reflects via the story, she also does 
well by such oldies as the title 
num ber, “You Made Me Love You,” 
“Mean 
to 
Me,” 
“Ten 
Cents 
a 
Dance,” “At Sundown,” “I t All De­ 
pends You,” “Everybody Loves My 
Baby,” and two num bers w ritten 
especially for the film which don’t 
have the punch of the others. 
IN SHORT: One of the better 
films ef 1955, w ith a striking 
Cagney perform ance th a t recap­ 
ture* the mood of 30 years ago.

A question containing w hat At­ 
torney Hal A. Galloway called “the 
essence of subversion” popped into 
yesterday’s K TIM M arin Sounding 
Board but was sm othered in argu­ 
m ents for and against the fo rth ­ 
coming 
Tam alpais 
Union 
High 
School D istrict bond election. 
The question, received a t the 
outset of the question period, asked 
who could believe in a statem ent 
of policy by Tam trustees “in view 
of their past m isrepresentation.” 
Galloway, a m em ber of the T am - 
Drake Education Council and a 
resident of Mill Valley, vigorously 
denied th a t any m isrepresentation 
had occurred and, when fellow 
panelist Mrs. Paul A. H am m er of 
San Anselmo explained th a t the 
question m eant “th a t people have 
lost confidence” in the trustees and 
adm inistration, the attorney de­ 
clared: 
“I will challenge both you, Mrs. 
Hammer, and the w riter of th a t 
question.” The charge, he said, is 
unfounded, untrue and contains 
“the essence of subversion.” 


HOT CONTEST 
W ith th a t the flurry died, but 
other aspects of the discussion of 
Tam bond requests indicated th a t 
the Oct. 25 election issue would be 
as hotly contested as the narrowly 
defeated issue of last May. 
The question to which panelists

Voters’ W orkshop, which prepared 
facts and figures for the May elec­ 
tion, declared th a t the Mill Valley, 
Sausalito and San Anselmo leagues 
do not support an over-all m eas­ 
ure.” But, she added. “I am speak­ 
ing as an individual” on the pro­ 
gram. 
Mrs. W allace called for presen­ 
tation of facts in the forthcoming 
election cam paign to avoid “emo­ 
tional approaches.” No one wants 
taxes raised, she said, but in the 
American way of life it is a neces­ 
sary evil. “I have faith.” she said, 
th a t voters will support “a justi- 
fable issue.” She implied th a t the 
issue was a step to alleviate a 
serious population problem which 
by 1960 will produce 1.500 high 
school children who would have no 
classroom facilities. 
Galloway agreed th a t “we’re on 
the verge of a population ex­ 
plosion,” and unless som ething is 
done the high school will have to 
resort to double sessions. “We think 
the bond issue is thè best way” to 
m eet the expansion. 


FEW OUTSTANDING 
Mis. H am m er had a challenge of 
her own—to Galloway’s conten­ 
tion th a t the district had produced 
m any outstanding students. There 
have been, she said, “very few,” 
adding th a t one of the few was 
her older son. 
Then, accusing Tam of m is­ 
directing expenses, she lashed out 
a t courses such as archery, whose 
equipm ent is “expensive.” At the 
same tim e she suggested a solution 
to the th re a t of double sessions. 
H er suggestion: th a t the. district 
shift to year-round classes since 
“th a t’s w hat our teachers get paid 
for.” 
Mrs. 
H am m er agreed 
th a t 
a 
third high school was necessary, 
“but not a t the present tim e.” 
W hen it was pointed out th a t ja n ­ 
itors’ 
and 
other 
miscellaneous 
small rooms a t D rake were being 
converted into classrooms, she re ­ 
plied th a t broom -closet classrooms 
would be a satisfactory expedient 
and th a t people responsible for the 
conversion are “doing all right.” 
The third site, containing 63 
acres, came in for considerably 
more discussion as Mrs. Ham m er 
pressed for a reply to her charges 
th a t the site was too large. G allo­ 
way pointed out th a t the state

Board 
requires 
60 
acres for a high school of the size 
planned here.

But “'East of Eden” 
has .something else to offer—it is 
fine, absorbing entertainment of 
genuine cinem atic and dramatic 
value. 
The story, set in the Salinas V al­ 
ley during the days of World W ar

(Raymond Massey), has twin sons.

Mr». W allace, a member of the 
M ill 
Valley League of Women 
Voters’ Workshop, which prepared 
facte and figures for the May elec­ 
tion, declared that the M ill Valley, 
Sausalito and San Anselmo leagues 
“do not support an over-all meas­ 
ure.” But, she added. “I am speak­ 
ing as an individual” on the pro­ 
gram. 
Mrs. W allace called for presen­ 
tation of facte in the forthcoming 
election campaign to avoid “emo­ 
tional approaches.” No one wants 
taxes raised, she said, but In the 
American way of life it is a neces­ 
sary evil. “I have faith.” she said, 
that voters w ill support “a justi- 
fable issue.” She implied that the 
issue was a step to alleviate a 
serious population problem which 
by 1960 w ill produce 1.500 high 
school children who would have no 
classroom facilities. 
Galloway agreed that “we’re on 
the verge of a population ex­ 
plosion ” and unless something is 
done the high school will have to 
resort to double sessions. “We think, 
the bond issue is the best way” to 
meet the expansion. 


FEW O UTSTANDING 
Mrs. Hammer had a challenge of 
her own—to Galloway's conten­ 
tion that the district had produced 
many outstanding students. There 
have been, she said, “very few ” 
adding that one of the few was 
her older son.,. 
Then, accusing Tam of mis­ 
directing expenses, she lashed out 
at courses such as archery, whose 
equipment is "expensive.” At the 
same time she suggested a solution 
to the threat of double sessions. 
Her suggestion: that the. district 
shift to year-round classes since

Mrs, Hammer agreed that a 
third high school was necessary, 
“but not at the present time.”

M arin 
County 
deer 
hunters 
aren’t expected to break any rec­ 
ords during the 1955 season which 
opens tomorrow, but, local Game 
W arden 
A1 
Giddings 
predicted 
another good season despite a 
slight winter die-off. 
Firing is legal one-half hour 
before sunrise until one-half hour 
after sunset daily through Septem­ 
ber 18 in the early season cover­ 
ing 27 coastal counties. 
Giddings said he doesn’t ex­ 
pect last year’s record kill of 1054 
in Marin to be topped in 1955, but, 
added, "I could be wrong. They 


m ay get 700 or they may get 1,000 
—it’s had to predict. I’ll be happy 
if they get 900.” 
Number of deer killed in the 
county has grown steadily since 
1948. In 1953 a total of 875 bucks 
was the record kill until the hunt­ 
ers topped th at m ark last year. 
Giddings said, “Many of the 
deer I’ve seen have been in “pret­ 
ty good shape. The feed isn’t as 
good as it was last year, but, I’ve 
seen some big deer.” 
He said the larger deer exist on 
the West coast of Marin where 
damp 
climate 
provides 
better 


browse growth. 
The game warden said a special 
staff of wardens will be on duty 
in M arin tomorrow and Sunday to 
enforce regulations. They will be 
regular wardens Bert Laws, M an­ 
ny Joe and Giddings and four as­ 
sistants from San Francisco. 
Giddings warned hunters to tag 
deer immediately after the kill, 
fill out the tags, have them vali­ 
dated and «nailed into proper au­ 
thorities.

crashed just short of his goal.

“ Ju st a little more and he would 
have made it,” said an eyew it­ 
ness, L t. A. J. Brew ster of F t. 
Leonard Wood. “ The plane came 
in very low over a housing area, 
then banked steeply and headed 
for the post airport. 


“ One engine was trailin g flam e 
and smoke. Then, over a wooded 
area, the right wing fell off.” 
The airlin er crashed on the edge 
of this sprawling Arm y post. 


SEC O N D T R Y 
It was the second tim e w ithin 
10 months the pilot—Capt. Hugh 
Barron, Tulsa, Okla.—had tried for 
an emergency landing. Last Nov. 
9 he was credited w ith saving the 
lives of 40 passengers on another 
crippled plane. 


Most of the bodies in yesterday’s 
crash were burned too badly for 
quick identification. 


The twin-engine Convair, w ith 
27 passengers and three crewmen, 
was only h alf a m ile from the 
post’s Forney A irport when it lost 
its right wing and plummeted into 
a heavily tim bered gully. Hours 
later the wreckage was still smol­ 
dering.

Pilot Couldn't Make It— 
New Disarming Plan Plane Crashes, 30 Die 


WASHINGTON (Jf) — President 
Eisenhower plans to confront Rus­ 
sia soon with a new set of pro­ 
posals for a disarmament inspec­ 
tion system. 
.Soviet Premier Bulganin rejected 
yesterday Eisenhower's offer to 
trade military blueprints with the 
Soviet Union and to allow aerial 
surveys, but the President said he 
doesn’t believe that the Premier 
closed the door on negotiation to 
end the arms race. 
And Russia’s reported recent 
atomic test explosions do not nec­ 
essarily mean any change in the 
Soviet's friendly attitude toward 
the West, Eisenhower said. 
MODERATELY OPTIMISTIC 
He appeared at a news confer­ 
ence yesterday to. be at least mod­ 
erately optimistic that * disarma­ 
ment negotiations with Russia will 
eventually lead to agreements 
“fair . . . to both sides." 
He replied to questions about 
Russia in the same cordial tones 
which characterized his talks with 
Bulganin at the Geneva summit 
meeting two weeks ago. 
He spoke more sternly, however, 
about J-led China and possible U.8. 
recognition of that country. He 
made clear he Is not Interested 
now in any future summit meeting 
on Far Eastern problems, and he 
said of recognition: 
ON RED CHINA 
“Several times I have stated that 
as long as Red China is branded 
as an aggressor by the United Na­ 
tions, which it still is, due to the 
fact that its armies are in North 
Korea, we have no choice of our 
own (about recognition), and I 
don’t see how the United Nations 
has a choice of its own. 
“There are other outstanding 
complaints which I have outlined 
time and again, and I have no idea 
that under existing circumstances 
there would be a change . .. in our 
policy." 
On the question of disarmament, 
Eisenhower said he proposed to 
Bulganin at Geneva that both a

He said 'the Soviet plan, "was all 
right with 'US’* as part of a pack­ 
age, but that Bulganin did not ac­ 
cept his suggestion. 
PRAISES IKE 
Bulganin, in an address to the 
Supreme Soviet, praised Eisen­ 
hower’s intent as a contribution 
to peace. But he said the effect of 
this plan would not be "considera­ 
ble," and that Russia's proposals 
were more “realistic."' 
The key Russian, disarmament 
proposal put forth last May calls 
for an Inspection system, based on 
observation at transportation check 
points like railway centers and air­ 
ports so as to detect preparations 
for aggression. 
“Now,” Eisenhower said, “we are

approach to w a r d real disarma­ 
ment. 
“Now, these are matters that 
take long examination by experts. 
I don’t understand that the Pre­ 
mier (Bulganin) closed the door, 
and I merely say we are ready to 
accept and examine any kind of 
system that looks fair to us. and. 
to 'both sides." 
A United Nations, disarmament 
subcommittee is due to reopen 
talks in New York Aug. 29. The 
United States, Britain, France, 
Canada and Russia will be repre­ 
sented. Eisenhower said “you can 
expect some new proposals” to be 
put forth by the United States in 
that meeting but they will be ne­ 
gotiable and none will be “final, 
fixed and, rigid." 
Other informants said later these 
s.tll'1-secret proposals are nearing 
final form. 


FT. LEONARD WOOD, Mo. (A*) 
—A pilot kept his crippled Ameri­ 
can Airlines plane aloft for more 
than 30 miles in a desperate bid 
for a safe landing yesterday but 
crashed just short of his goal. 
All 30 persons, aboard were 
killed. 
“Just a little more and he would 
have made it,” said an eyewit­ 
ness, Lt. A. J. Brewster of Ft. 
Leonard Wood. “The plane came 
in very low over a housing area, 
then banked steeply and headed 
for the post airport. 
“One engine was trailing flame 
and smoke. Then, over a wooded 
area, the right wing fell off."' 
The airliner crashed on the edge 
of this sprawling Army post. 
SECOND TRY 
It was the second time within 
10 months the pilot—Capt. Hugh 
Barron, Tulsa, Okla.—had tried for 
an emergency landing. Last Nov. 
9 he was credited with saving the 
lives of 40 passengers on another 
crippled plane. 
Most of the bodies in yesterday’s 
crash were burned, too badly for 
quick identification. 
The twin-engine Convair, with 
27 passengers and three crewmen, 
was only half a mile from the 
post’s Forney Airport when it lost 
its right wing and plummeted into 
a heavily timbered gully. Hours 
later the wreckage was still smol­ 
dering. 
EYEWITNESSES 
Numerous eyewitnesses at Xdeb- 
er Heights;, where .some 6,000 peo­ 
ple live, saw the plane streak 
overhead at an altitude estimated, 
variously at from 200 to 500 feet.

United Nations, with representa­ 
tives of so many religions that take 
different forms, can only observe 
a moment of silence which indi­ 
vidual members may use, each in 
his own way.

During the recent San Francisco 
commf morative meeting for the 
10th anniversary of the U.N. or­ 
ganization, a dispatch noted that 
there wras no music, and for good 
reason. In the first place there is 
no official U.N. anthem, and if 
a band attempted any country’s 
national song, it wfould have to

others. 
Besides, 
wiiat order would you play them 
in to avoid hurt feelings, and 
worse, international complications? 
The founders of the U.N. under­ 
stood this: one man who w’as at 
the earliest sessions as well as the 
anniversary 
observance 
recalled 
that back there in 1945 a military 
band kept far away from contro­ 
versial melodic themes by playing 
and replaying “Lover Come Back 
to Me.” 
A simple U.N. tea party might 
conceivably upset the relationships 
of several countries. For as dif­ 
ferent as the languages are the 
customs. So much so that good 
manners to one group are actually 
bad manners to another. 
One group is accustomed to sit 
on the floor while eating. Others 
have been taught that belching is 
the way to indicate that one has 
had a satisfying and good meal. 
There are some w’hose beliefs pro­ 
hibit the eating of beef; to others 
roasted sheeps* eyes are special 
delicacies. 
In certain societies, good man­ 
ners require that one does not ac­ 
cept food until it has been offered 
three 
times. 
In 
others, 
second 
helpings are impolite and good 
manners require that a little food 
be left on the plate. 
After the menu is set so that 
nobody’s taste will be violated, the 
matter of drinking must be dealt 
with. Alcohol is an accepted and 
expected part of life for some 
guests, for others is rigidly banned. 


But these matters, while they 
count certainly, are really second­ 
ary. So much more than manners, 
geography, language and cultural 
backgrounds separate man from 
man, mind from mind 
that the 
| accomplished fact of the United 
Nations’ 10 years of existence and 
work are infintely more remark­ 
able than seems to the casual 
glance. 


The fact is that these widely 
separated men and women do get 
together and have learned to work 
and to negotiate in groups. That 
is the triumphant and hopeful 
fact.

The green filter does shut out 
heat-carrying red and infra red 
rays.

There are some whose beliefs pro­ 
hibit the eating of beef; to others 
roasted sheeps’ eyes are special 
delicacies. 
In certain societies, good man­ 
ners require that one does not ac­ 
cept food until it has been offered 
three times.
